mittee was also invited by the 
Mills ation to take a trip 
down to Baltimore, which is the 
location of the Arundel Mills 
mega-mall that would serve as 
an example of what the compa- 
ny hopes to construct here in 
town. 

Local attorney Richard 
O'Neil, who represents Mills, 
issued the invitation to all of 
the committee members. He 
stated that those who are inter- 
ested can hop on board a 
September 8 flight out of 
Manchester, New Hampshire, 
and return that evening. O’Neil 
assured the committee that the 
day trip has received the go- 
ahead from Town Manager 
David Cressman and town 
counsel. 

Selectman Douglas Sears, 
who is the chairman of the 
committee, noted that he was 
concerned about conflict of 
interest laws as they pertain to 
public officials, so he asked 
O'Neil how the plane tickets 
and other arrangements will be 
financed. 


Raymond Shaw, the Vice 
Chairman of the committee and 


the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, explained that 
potential conflicts of interest 
did exist, so Mills would not be 
able to flip the bill of the flight 
or anything else for each public 


official. Shaw stated that a: 


transfer would need to be made 
from the town’s general fund. 
He added that Mills could 
choose to make a donation to 
that general fund for the 
amount to be transferred out.

self, writes a book called “Ian 
Baxter.” 

“Ryan is a fringe member of a 
group of artists who frequent 
the infamous apartment of 
Clayton Cooper, a local writer 
of great influence but little suc- 
cess,” Crowley _ begins. 
“Cooper’s disdain for Gibson 
and his indifference to his sem- 
inal novel ‘Ian Baxter’ shatters 
the communal group and 
spawns a second great novel of 
the period by Gibson's best 
friend, Thomas Campbell.” 

Those two novels touch off 
quite a nationwide literary 
debate, though its one from 
which Gibson must remove 
himself when a_ second 
American police action in 
Korea draws him to the killing 
fields of that embattled region. 

“Ryan is subjected to a life- 
time of emotional scars on a 
dark day on the outskirts of the 
city of Osan,” Crowley hints 
about his character’s fate. “He 
returns a shell of a man, a bat- 
tered and reluctant voice of a 
generation he could and would 
never identify with.” 

It is that burden of emotional 
scars that plunges Gibson into 
three tumultuous relationships,

On High Street, Erlmest 
Burns, driving an oil truck, saw 
the horse gallop by with the girl 
hanging on.

After a mile and a 
half, Burns caught up with the 
horse on Middlesex Avenue, 
near Central Street. 

With the truck going the speed 
of the galloping horse, he 
stepped onto the running board, 
holding onto the steering wheel 
with his right hand. He then 
leaned out and pulled the girl

Sandy Dupras was quite shak- 
en up by the experience and 
was hysterical. She was taken 
home to Andover Street. The 
horse was captured a short dis- 
tance away by Eddie Forrest, 
Joe McManus and Tom 
Johnson. Burns then rode it 
back to North Wilmington. 
Burns at the time was 25 years 
old, standing 5 foot 8 and weigh- 
ing 135 pounds. A few days after 
the rescue, at the Dupras home, 
he tried to lift Sandy with his 
left arm and couldn’t lift her. 
Two days after the incident, 
both the rescuee and the res- 
cuer were flown to New York 
City for an appearance on the 
Broadway to Hollywood show 
with Bill Slater. The television 
appearance was arranged by 
David Cox, who at the time was

WILMINGTON - A teenager 
from Billerica was found dead 
in his car in Wilmington on the 
morning of Saturday, August 
30. 

James Keoni Kahale, 18, was 
discovered alone inside his car, 
below a wooded embankment 
off Hopkins Road at the inter- 
section of Mink Run Road. 
Apparently, Kahale had ended 
up there after driving away 
from the scene of another acci- 
dent that took place several 
hours earlier. 

According to Wilmington 
Police Chief Bernard Nally, 
Kahale’s car first spun off the 
road, sideswiped a telephone 
pole and hit a tree on

in the morning. 

From that point, Nally says 
that Kahale apparently drove 
away from that accident and 
then careened off of Mink Run 
Road and landed head-first into 
a tree.

The 
neighbor alerted the police. 
Kahale was dead when authori- 
ties arrived at the scene.

Will September 11 pass so easily when it 
appears on calendars 60 years from now? Time 


will tell. 


But why hasten that likelihood by letting

and go so uneventfully?

The time has come for all res- 
idents of Tewksbury to make a 
decision on a privately-owned 
piece of property that abuts the 
Rocco’s Dumpsite. 

It’s time to put away all the 
emotions and hard feelings and 
to make a choice on the future 
of this site. Understand that 
the owners of the property are 
going to sell their property, 
which will result in the develop- 
ment of that land. They are 
going to take the deal that is 
financially the best for them, 
not the best deal for the resi- 
dents of Tewksbury. 

As I see it, there are three 
things that could happen: 

1) The property will be devel- 
oped for residential dwellings; 

2) The property will be devel- 
oped commercially; or 

3) The town can take the land 
by eminent domain and leave it 
as open space. 

All three choices have their 
pros and cons and someone is 
going to be mad, regardless of 
what choice is made. 

Currently, the property is 
zoned “residential.” If the prop- 
erty is to be developed com- 
mercially, this will require 
Town Meeting approval to 
change the zoning from “resi- 
dential” to “commercial.” I 
know that the property owners 
will submit a plan for a resi- 
dential project if the zoning 
change isn’t approved by Town 
Meeting. The million-dollar 
question is, what kind of resi- 
dential development?  Single- 
family homes? An affordable 
housing development? 
Apartment buildings? 

I firmly believe that a 
landowner has a right to devel- 
op his or her land as long as it 
meets the zoning requirements. 
However, if the property owner 
needs to apply for a zoning 
change, a variance or a special 
permit, that’s when it all 
chahges! In» theory, I‘ think 
landowners lose some of their 
individual rights of ownership 
and must share rights with the 
town when variances are 
required. The property owners 
need to consider the impact of 
their project on the community, 
the local neighborhood and the 
services provide by the town. 

The property owner needs to 
begin to have earnest discus- 
sions with the residents and 
elected officials to discuss the 
impact that single-family 
homes or an affordable housing 
plan or apartment buildings 
will have on the town’s infra- 
structure, such as the roads, 
schools, water and sewerage 


and the right to a peaceful exis- 
tence. Obviously, any large res- 
idential project will result in 
more kids in the schools, which 
may result in the building of a 
new school. There will be a cost 
for the widening of South 
Street. Those costs must be fig- 
ured into the equation for 
changing the zoning or taking 
the property. 

Both residents and elected 
officials need this information 
to help them make their deci- 
sion on whether to support a 
change in zoning. The property 
owners can’t just stay quiet if 
they’ truly want to be good 
neighbors. They need to tell 
the residents their plans to 
develop this property as a resi- 
dential area. If the landowners 
fail to release their plans for 
residential development, it will 
be an indication that they are 
not interested in being part of 
the neighborhood solution. 

The next situation is whether 
to allow the zoning to be 
changed from “residential” to 
“commercial.” If residents 
decide that a major residential 
project doesn’t fit, then a 
change in zoning is required. 
The landowner has finally iden- 
tified the end user. That was 
always the problem when the 
idea of changing the zoning to 
“commercial” was first dis- 
cussed. No one knew what the 
end use of the land was going to 
be. Now, at least, we know what 
the end use will be, a shopping 
mall. 

The north side of Route 93 is 
an industrial park in Andover. 
Gillette, Wyeth, and so on want 
anew exit ramp for easy access 
to their facilities. It only makes 
common sense that any type of 
new exit ramp construction 
would result in a cloverleaf 
with access into Tewksbury. 
The major difference is that 
Andover ‘is industrially zoned 
and wants an exit ramp, “and 
Tewksbury is residentially 
zoned and doesn’t want an exit 
ramp. Any time that industry 
meets ‘residential, there is a 
natural conflict, just like cats 
and dogs. 

With any commercial develop- 
ment, there are tons of environ- 
mental issues. All of them 
must be answered before any 
vote to change the zoning can 
occur. When I say “answered 
before a vote,” I mean before 
‘Town Meeting at a Public 
Hearing(s) and not on Town 
Meeting floor. Access to the 
property must be limited to an 
exit off of Route 93 with no 
access to South Street. 


However, the residual traffic 
from a mall will certainly 
increase traffic on Main Street, 
Shawsheen Street, North 
Street, East Street, Foster 
Road, Chandler _ Street, 
Pleasant Street, Salem Street, 
‘Trull Road, and Whipple Road, 
as people from surrounding 
towns drive to Route 93 to get to 
the mall. Additional traffic 
affects all town residents, not 
just the people who live on 
South Street. 

The additional tax base is 
great for the town, but at what 
expense? Is sitting in traffic on 
Main Street on a Saturday 
morning for 30 minutes worth 
building a mall? Our time 
comes at a cost too, and when 
you multiply that cost times the 
30,000 people who live in town, 
building a mall may not seem 
worth it. 

‘The last scenario is whether 
to take the land by eminent 
domain and leave it as open 
space. Open space never costs 
you anything after the initial 
cost of the taking. No roads, no 
fire or police services, no kids 
in the schools, no water or sew- 
erage, nothing that costs the 
town money. The town needs to 
find out what the cost will be to 
take the land by eminent 
domain. Compare the cost of 
the land-taking to the increase 
in the tax base from developing 
the land and then the out-going 
cost yearly to maintain the 
development. That cost needs 
to be included, so that residents 
can consider it during their 
decision-making. Residents 
need to know the cost for taking 
the property and if the expense 
can be spread out over many 
years. If that can happen, I’m 
sure residents will vote to take 
the land and leave it as open 
space, 

As with any eminent domain- 
taking, there needs to be a pub- 
lie tisé:""Not ‘to’ put words "in the 
owners’ mouths, but I’m sure 
that they think that the Rocco's 
Dump clean-up is the town’s 
problem, not theirs. We need 
the land to help in cleaning the 
Rocco’s dumpsite. We need the 
access to Route 93 for the hun- 
dreds of trucks entering and 
exiting the dumpsite. We can 
store the capping material, we 
can mine the dump and sort 
through the soil for material 
that can be reused, we can keep 
the property until, or if, as a 
town we decide to sell the prop- 
erty, we won't have to be in a 
rush. No rush to hold a special 
February 2004 Town Meeting, 
no rush to build another school, 


no rush to widen any streets, 
Tush to change zoning, no 
to get on Main Street on,

Why not hand the files to town counsel? 


Dear Editor: 

I believe that the days are 
long gone when a man’s word 
was his bond. Don't get me 
wrong, I'd love to relive those 
days, I just don’t think that it is 
prudent for the town to do busi- 
ness that way. I think most 
attorneys would say it makes 
sense to have your expectations 
spelled out on paper, that ver- 
bal agreements leave a great 
deal of room for misinterpreta- 
tion. 

I read last week’s front-page 
article about former Town 
Counsel Newhouse’s response 
to the public statements regard- 
ing the several missing case 
files that have been requested 
by the new Town Counsel. In 
that article, Newhouse is quot- 
ed as saying that “missing” is 
simply not the case for the files 
in question. 

In that article, many reasons 
are given why several files were 
not forwarded. Only three spe- 
cific cases are listed, however. 
They are offered as examples of 
several cases that are actually 
imactive, according to 
Newhouse. Specifies of the 
cases were listed in the article, 
and from that we can conelude 
that there is, in fact, documen- 
tation. 

It bears noting that the list of 
requested files, according to 
Newhouse and quoted in the 


article, was his own report in 
the 2002 Wilmington Annual 
Report. For years I have been 
reading the Annual Town 
Report. I have scanned 
through the Town Counsel’s 
Report and not given it too 
much thought. I must say that 
it has given me the impression, 
after seeing page after page of 
“Pending Cases,” that there 
was much work getting done. 

Now, it seems, we are being 
told that even though these 
eases and others were 
“Pending,” Newhouse says that 
they are, in fact, not. I checked 
back several years, and the 
three cases listed in last week’s 
article have been listed as 
“Pending” for at least the last 
four years in the Annual 
Reports. So much for putting 
faith in that document. 

I must ask, “If these cases are 
not active, and no action is 
being taken or contemplated, 
how long would they have been 
reported as ‘Pending’ if new 
Town Counsel DeRensis had not 
brought these to light?” 

My next question is, “What is 
the harm of giving the case 
files to new counsel?” 

I was at more than one public 
meeting where the new town 
counsel asked for all the pend- 
ing files, and the Chairman of 
the Selectmen instructed to 
have the files transferred to the 


new counsel’s office. Even if 
they are not active, why not do 
as instructed? 

(It matters not if they have 
been reported to the taxpayers 
of Wilmington as “Pending,” 
yet treated as non-issues.) 

Lastly, though I am amused 
by anecdotal statements from 
former Town Counsel like, “Let 
sleeping dogs lie” and “I have 
never believed for a minute that 
Attorney Altman would leave 
the town in a precarious legal 
position,” I don’t believe they 
are professional or in the 
town’s interest. When was the 
last time you got advice from 
your lawyer that went like, 
“Trust me, pay me, let me 
report mi ing information, 
but don’t ask for documenta- 
tion!” 

It seems that Attorney 
DeRensis will not be relying on 
his ability to be another of the 
“friendly, trusting” town coun- 
sels that we have had in the 
past, and instead will rely on 
his ability to be professional 
and thorough. (Personally, I 
thought he was friendly also...)

“Mills is very aggressive with 
shoplifters and Deputy 
Donovan or Chief Mackey 
would probably welcome an 
opportunity to interface with 
their security personnel,” 
O'Neil stated 
Sears and Committee Clerk 
David Silva were not interested 
in taking the trip. 

“I want to thank Mr. O'Neil 
for the invitation, but I will not 
be attending,” Silva stated on 
‘Tuesday night 
s thought it would be 
inappropriate for committee 
members to accept the invita- 
tion 

“The purpose of the commit- 
tee is to determine appropriate 
uses for the property and not to 
be unduly influenced by any 
one proponent before the 
Committee makes its report to 
the Selectmen,” 's said. 

Also on Tuesday night, O'Neil 
presented a proposed timeline 
for permitting processes to the 
Committee. He expects to have 
a preliminary plan for the 
Committee by its September 16 
meeting. He also hopes to pre- 
sent a preliminary zoning by- 
law to the Committee by mid- 
October, in order to have a re- 
zoning article entered into a 
Special Town Meeting in 
February. 

O'Neil plans to petition for the 
Special Town Meeting and fully 
ects Mills to pick up any 
expenses incurred. 


“Why February?” asked 
Sears. “Why not during the 
regular Town Meeting in May?” 

fhe Committee shared 
Sears'’s concern. The consen- 
sus felt that February was 


unreasonably rushing the 
process and that, additionally, 
it would not offer the 
Committee enough time to 
complete the studies it has 
planned. 

“We think it is an important 
enough issue for people to come 
out for,” O'Neil stated. “If you 
walk through all of what needs 
to be done, there needs to be 
some kind of commitment from 
the town.” 

O'Neil explained that a sub- 
stantial amount of funds would 
have to be spent in the months 
that would immediately. follow 
the special meeting in 


February. He suggested that it’ 


was unrealistic to expect Mills 
to invest such money without a 
show of good faith from the 
town. 

According to O'Neil, there are 
planning agencies, aside from 
Mills, that are looking to put a 
Route 93 ramp in South 
Tewksbury, but they don’t 
believe the people of Tewksbury 
will support any type of propos- 
al. A commitment from the 
people of Tewksbury would 
empower Mills to continue to 
participate and successfully 
shape the ramp to benefit the 
residents before another entity 
is able to get their plan passed. 

“The clock out there is tick- 
ing,” O'Neil warned. 

When Sears invited residents 
at the meeting to comment, 
Robert Kelley asserted that, 
contrary to statements made 
by O'Neil at a prior meeting, 
the arsenic found on the 
Perkins property in South 
Tewksbury was not naturally 
occurring. Kelley cited a study 
of the soil on that property, 
claiming that the arsenic, along 
with traces of beryllium, came 
directly from the abutting 
Superfund site at Rocco’s 
Dump.

Counsel wants manager to fulfill selectmen’s order to hand over all cases

of research, for which he 
promises no bill for the town 
has been or will be generated, 
Newhouse found that many of 
the files were in storage at the 
Whitefield School, while others 
were still in the possession of 
his predecessor, Alan Altman. 
Newhouse found that 16 of the 
cases have been closed and that 
5 of them were done so in 2003. 
DeRensis based his list of 38 
case on what was reflected as 
“open” in the 2002 Annual Town 
Report. Cases closed in 2003 
would not be reflected as closed 
in the 2002 report, but those 
that were closed prior to 2002 
leave DeRensis wondering 
what recent activity would 
have occurred for Newhouse to 
have left them as pending in 
the 2002 report, 


that he had carried them for- 
ward in the Annual Town 
Reports with the utmost confi- 
dence that they were inactive 
or closed. Newhouse says that 
Altman would never place the 
town of Wilmington in a pre- 
carious position. 

Newhouse defines the town’s 
inactive files in a couple of 
ways. Some files, he says, 
failed to be properly withdrawn 
or dismissed as a result of dis- 
interest on the part of the 
case’s involved parties. Others 
were inactive because signifi- 
cant changes in the facts of the 
case or the law itself have ren- 
dered the issues as moot. 

“Not having managed the file, 
it would be inappropriate for 
me to reflect the cases as 
‘closed’ on the annual report,” 
Newhouse states. 

Newhouse states that the trust 
existing between himself and 
Altman must certainly by 
unique, but assures that the 
town has never been placed in a 
precarious legal position. 

*“It is our feeling that files are 
either open or closed,” 


b is states. “We are not 
interested in reactivating any 
of: the files (Newhouse) listed 
ag ‘inactive’ We are only inter- 


ested in disposing of them if at 
all possible, thereby removing 
them from the town’s 
litigation and the courts’ dock- 
ets.” 

DeRensis is still waiting for 
delivery of the 9 inactive files, 
which may still be in storage at 
the Whitefield School or in the 
possession of Altman. 

“We don’t understand what is 
not clear about this request, 
nor why nearly two months 
have gone by, and we still don’t 
have all the Wilmington files, 
nor do we have all the files for 
the pending lawsuits listed as 
open on the dockets of the 
courts of the Commonwealth,” 
DeRensis states. 
According to Newhouse’s find- 
ings, 8 of the files in question 
were handled by insurance car- 
riers of the town. He supplied 
DeRensis with the contact 
information in order to receive 
current status. 

DeRensis does concede that

DeRensis and Newhouse 
came to an agreement in which 
Newhouse would stay on as 
Special Counsel for certain 
cases that were close to com- 
pletion. Newhouse billed the 
town for approximately $4,700 
for his services during the 
month of July, an amount that 
is deducted from DeRensis’ 
budget that was agreed upon 
during his initial interview. 

The invoice submitted by 
Newhouse was not itemized. 
Since Newhouse had worked on 
a flat fee since his initial 
appointment to town counsel, 
none of the invoices submitted 
by Newhouse has ever been 
itemized. 

DeRensis says that he is sur- 
prised by the amount that was 
paid out to Newhouse in July. 
He has requested an opportuni- 
ty to review an itemized invoice

DeRensis maintains that he 
was initially led to believe that 
Wilmington had fewer cases 
than it actually has. He 
declines to mention who gave 
him that impression because he 
came to such an 
during internal discussions 
with town officials, 

Although all of Wilmington’s 
cases are outlined in the town’s 
annual reports, DeRensis states 
that he was not given a chance 
to review this year’s report 
because the process of his 
interview and appointment 
went unusually quick. 

“Iwas called on the telephone, 
asked to cancel other plans and 
rush up to Wilmington for an 
interview,” DeRensis relates. 
“After (my) appointment, I 
asked for a list of materials, 
including the last several years 
of Wilmington town reports, 
which I then read.” 

According to DeRensis, it is 
too soon for him to figure that 
the losses incurred by his firm 
make it financially unwise to 
continue as Wilmington’s Town 
Counsel. 

“My email to the town manag- 
er was a request for him to 
manage the situation, so I 
wouldn’t have to take time to 
continue to do what I am doing 
now,” DeRensis states. 

Can the town expect a request 
for an increase in his salary for 
next year? 

“We are trying to do every- 
thing we can to avoid any bud- 
get increase, but (we) need 


better address the delivery of 
the basic files, to keep us out of 


of brutal, workmanlike sched- 
ule that Hemingway knew a 
thing or two about.

DeRensis states that he is also 
looking forward to the comple- 
tion of the transition between 
Newhouse and him.

Are some people really nat- 
ural born talents or does it 
take practice, practice, prac- 
tice to be a star player with 
the world-renowned symphony 
orchestras? Do musicians 
have larger brains than other 
people do, and, if so; are they 
born with them? 

There are many questions 
and, in the eyes and reasoning 
of a group of researchers at 
the Music and Neuroimaging 
Laboratory of Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center and 
Harvard Medical School the 
answers may be available by 
studying local music students. 
The study, The Effects of 
Music Learning on Children’s 
Brain and Cognitive 
Development, headed by Dr. 
Gottfried Schlaug, MD, Ph.D., 
is starting its second of three 
years and includes over 80 stu- 
dents many from Winchester 
and Woburn. 

According to Dr. Schlaug, 
“Earlier studies have shown 
that people are born with the 
ability (to play music) and 
that some people will become 
extraordinary in music. Our 
studies do not show this. Now 
we can see if the three groups 
(being studied) are going to 
act differently over a period of 
time.” 

The groups are students 
between the ages of five and 
seven and nine to 11 who are 
taking part in intense study of

According to research 
assistant Andrea Norton, “We 
are also tracking practice time 
and study time on a weekly 
basis so that we will have that 
data,” 

None of this has come out 
of the blue. 

Schlaug notes that the 
study is based on two premis- 
es. One is that a look at adult 
musicians and non-musicians 
shows that there are anatomi- 
cal differences in the brain. 

“We are trying to see if 
training leads to that differ- 
ence,” he explained. 

The second premise is that 
several studies have shown 
that music can enhance cogni- 
tive abilities. However, which 
abilities that are enhanced are 
still being studied.

these two previous lines of 
research,” Schlaug said. 

The study, funded under a 
grant from the National Sci- 
ence Foundation and two 
smaller grants, will be looking 
over a period of time at those 
students studying musical 
instruments and follow them 
over a three year period. It will 
be continued for a longer peri- 
od of time if further funding 
can be found. 

Schlaug noted that he would 
like to add another two years to 
the study period. The Interna- 
tional Foundation for Music 
Research and the Grammy 
Foundation are also funding 
the research program. 

The study started last Sep- 
tember. At that time the stu- 
dents were all given a non-inva- 
sive magnetic resonance imag- 
ing (MRI) test at Beth Israel 
and underwent a battery of 
tests involving spatial, verbal 
and musical tasks that are 


He adds, “There is clearly 
an association between the 
music training and math skills. 
We do not know how strong. We 
decided not to explore this 
because there are other associ- 
ations that are much stronger. 

“Hopefully, after we estab- 
lish that there clearly are links 
and how these links come 
about, we can study other 
effects.” 

As to a side benefit of the 
program, it may help to 
increase the value of musical 
studies in the eyes of educators. 

Schlaug notes, “Music has 
already been regarded as a 
weak subject and always has 
been the first to be cut in tight 
economic times. I think our 
study will hopefully show that 
music is not just good for 
enjoyment, but that it will have

The older students (nine to 
IL years old) will not be fol- 
lowed longitudinally. They have 
already been studying an 
instrument for four to five 
years. However, the data col- 
lected from them will allow the 
researchers to study the effects 
on the younger students and 
draw them out over a range of 
years, 

The participants that are 
studying an instrument play 
either a keyboard or string 
instrument. According to 
Schlaug, this is the most popu- 
lar of the instrument types for 
students of that age and the 
adults studied previously have 
also played those types of 
instruments. 

“Musicians are a really good 
group to study,” according to 
Schlaug, “because they start so 
early and study so intensely. 

“I think this will help us to 
study much more about the 
brain itself.”
